Although witnesses at the labor 
hearing were cold toward the pro- 
posal to further pare hours, an indi- 
cation of support for it in congress 
was given today through approval by 
the house labor committee of the Con- 
nery bill, which would place indus- 
tries under NRA on a flat 30- hour 
basis.

The administration is dubiougabout 
the Connery measure and its chances 
of passage is problematical, bat the 
committee unanimously approved it. 
The action may prompt industry to a 
more favorable consideration of mild- 
er NRA suggestions.

(P)—Six robbers raided the Security 
National Bank and Trust Company 
with machine guns today, shot a po- 
liceman, seized four girl hostages and 
escaped with between $10,000 and 
$20,000. 

A posse was quickly organized on 
land and in airplanes to pursue the 
which police said may have 
been led by the fugitive killer, John 
Dillinger. 

Speeding southward, they were re- 
ported this afternoon to have swung 
east into Iowa and then up through 
Minnesota. after releasing their cap- 
tives but not before using four girls 
as human bullet shields, firing ma- 
chine gun bursts from behind their 
hostages to drive off closely pressing 
pursuers.

Denying the existence of a crime 
wave in Atlanta, Chief of Police T. 
O. Sturdivant Tuesday night told a 
meeting of the official personnel of 
the police department and members 
of the police committee that he was 
“responsible for more criminals going 
to the electric chair than any other 
one man in Atlanta.” 

The chief’s assertion was made at 
a dinner at the Ansley hotel given 
the officers by Councilman Aubrey 
Milam, member of the police commit- 
tee, It developed at the meeting that 
Sturdivant and A. Lamar Poole, re- 
cently reappointed head of the detec- 
tive bureau, are no nearer a reassign- 
ment of men, some of them veteran 
detectives, as sought by Poole than 
they were last ‘Thursday night when 
the -police committee ordered the chiefs 
to “get together and agree amicably 


‘on men to be worked in that division.” 


“And we no not need the help of 
citizens to deal: with this crime,” 
Sturdiant told the committee. “Just 
today, representatives of the American 
Legion offered their services and the 


ways in a 50-mile area south and east 
of Sioux Falls, two airplanes soug‘it 
traces of the daring band, the leader 
of which was said by C. R. Clarke, 
president of the bank, to resemble Dil- 
linger, notorious killer and bank rob- 
ber who broke jail in Indiana Sai- 
urday.

While four of the robbers entered 
the bank, two armed with machine 
guns remained outside to ward off any 
attempt to hinder their work. 

“Get back or I'll blow the daylights 
out of you,” yelled one bandit as he 
turned the muzzle of his weapon on 
a group of pedestrians. His companion 
100 feet away was poised to scatter 
an enfilading fire at any show of re- 
sistance. 

Despite the ruthlessness of the gang, 
small groups of citizens gathered jn 
the street, others peered from door- 
ways and from behind poles or other 
available shelter to watch the pro- 
ceedings. The crowd was kept cowed 
by an occasional rattle of machine gun 
ire. 

When the bank’s burglar alarm went 
off, one of the robbers whom specta- 
tors described as “mouthy,” jumped 
and shouted: 

“T’d like to know who the h— set 
that alarm off.” 

30 Inside Bank. 

Inside the bank, 30 customers and 
employes were threatened with death 
if they opposed the robbers, one of 
the men jumping on top a marble- 
covered railing to mount guard while 
his companions seized all the currency | 
available. Northwest Bancorporation

“If any of you want to get killed, 
just make some move,’ * the leader of 
the squad told the crowd in the bank 
lobby repeatedly.

Before they left, the bandits march- 
ed employes and customers outside, 
and singled out Lee Olson, teller, and 
four women employes as_ hostages. 
The five were ordered onto the run- 
ning board of the waiting car which 
headed south as soon as the captors 
clambered in. 

Three pursuing cars were driven 
back by machine gun volleys as the 
party fled. Stopping their machine 
and arranging the hostages on its 
sides to prevent return fire, the ban- 
dits let lose a blast. Nails spread on 
the highway also hampered the chase. 

Olson was released near the city 
limits but the four girls were carried 
on about four miles. They were not 
harmed.

Mullen of Nebraska 
To Quit Party Post 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—()— 
Arthur F. Mullen tonight requested 
the Nebraska democratic central com- 
mittee to accept his resignation as 
national committeeman because he 
informed President Roosevelt, pend- 
ing legislation against the practice of 
law before governmental agencies by 
men of influence *‘ ‘might be construed 
as indicative of opposition to you.” 

Mullen’s impending resignation was 
announced by J. Thomas, chair- 
man of the Nebraska democratic cen- 
tral committee and an official of the 
federal reserve board. Thomas said 
the resignation would become effec- 
tive with the selection of Mullen’s 
successor, and that he expected to 
call a meeting on March 17 for that 
purpose. 

At the same time, Thomas said he 
expected to retire as state chairman, 
since his duties at Washington would 
keep him out of contact with Nebras- 
‘ka political affairs. The dates of his 
resignation, he said, had not been 
decided. 

Mullen will be the third democratic 
national committeeman to resign this 
vear, the other two being J. Bruce 
Kremer, of Montana, and Robert H. 
Jackson, of New Hampshire.

Default, Is Corrected.

NEW YORK, March 6.—(4)—Con- 
fusion over. the status of $40,119,932 
of Morgan. bank loans, led to what 
bankers called “a tempest in a tea- 
pot” today over the control of the 
$2,000,000,000 Van Sweringen railway 
empire. 

R. C. Page, chairman of a bond- 
holders protective committee which 
had filed registration papers with the 
federal trade commission, in which 
was buried the statement that these 
loans were in “defaut,” finally issued 
a statement saying he had learned 
that the information was incorrect. 

Bankers said the loans were not 
actually in default, because notes had 
been accepted instead of cash in pay- 
ment of interest. The status of the 
loans was regarded as highly signifi- 
cant because a majority of the stock 
of Alleghany Corporation, key hold- 
ing in the Van Sweringen financial 
setup, is behind the loans as collateral. 
It was explained that the statement 
with the federal trade commission 
would undoubtedly be corrected. 

Possible Change.

New Sea Monster, 25 Feet Long, 


Washed Ashore Near Cherbourg 


CHERBOURG, France, March 6.— 
(P»—A second mysterious marine ani- 
mal, washed ashore at Greville, nine 
miles northeast of Cherbourg, provid- 
ed a plethora of “sea monsters” to- 
day. 

The new discovery is the same type 
as that which aroused the consterna- 
tion of gaping Norman coastal folk 
on the Querqueville rocks, 13 miles 
away, last week. The first was de- 
scribed as having a body 25 feet long 
and 4 1-2 feet in diameter, a thin 
neck three feet long and—of all things 
—a head like a camel, 

Neither has been identified definite- 
ly, but they are believed to be rare 
members of the shark family. 

However, Professor Corbierre, emi- 
nent scholar of natural history, took 
a look at the curiosity on the Quer- 
queville rocks and dubbed it a rare 
form of hyperoodon. ‘This, in plain 
language, simply means a bottle-nosed 
whale.

MOTIVES The bald truth is the NRA has failed to accomplish 

It has not 
caused enough employment to meet the situation, and prospects are 
it will not, if it goes on as it has been. 

Industry will pick up sharply for March and April. A steady 
improvement in employment will be accomplished, but probably 
not enough to absorb any considerable portion of existing unem- 
ployment.

That led them to the tearful conclusion that profits may be 
delayed for the présent. 


NECESSITIES Some businessmen contend they have no profits 
as yet. They say that an increased pay roll will 
bring them to bankrupt¢y. 

But the theory behind the administration move is clear. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s treasury department is now contributing to the sup- 
port of one out of every seven or eight persons through the AAA; 
CWA, CCC, etc. Some estimates run higher than that. One set 
of figures shows one out of every four persons getting money from 
the government. The government cannot keep-on supporting 
them much longer or the treasury will be pressed. It must get 
these persons back into private employment. If the employment 
does not come naturally, it must be forced. 

It might be much harder on business, in the long run, to have 
the government continue to support these men than to have pri- 
vate industry do it. 


PROFESSORS A few days before the businessmen on the code 
authorities met here, the NRA sent out tele- 

grams confidentially to most of the leading colleges in the country. 

These telegrams referred to the possibility of getting college 
professors to serve as government representatives on code au- 
thorities. = 

Some insiders say aS many as 100 telegrams were sent. 

The idea is novel. General Johnson has been under harass- 
ment from Senator Nye and others because industrial giants act 
as government representatives on the code authoritics over their 
own industries. There is a prevailing suspicion that some of 
these giants represent their industry more than they do the gov- 
ernment. 

Replacing them with college professors would do more prob- 
ably to change the complexion of the NRA even than the shorter 
work week. 


PROGRESS The AAA crowd has prepared a_series of amend- 
mends to the crop curtailment program. These 
will be announced when they are sent to congress for approval, 
which will be soon. The general idea behind the amendments is 
to make technical corrections in the existing law so that the pro- 
gram may operate more effectively. One amendment is supposed 
to relate to the strengthening of the county committees by enlarg- 
ing the personnel. 
This caused one of the Anthony advocates to remark: 
“If everyone now receiving money from the government votes 
the democratic ticket in November, there will be no republicans 


left in. congress.” 

NOTES insiders whisper, half seriously, that one reason Richard 
Washburn Child was chosen to go to Europe was that 

he has been leading the attack on administration policies in spe- 

cial articles for the Hearst newspapers.

The first step in deciding for or against child labor must be to de- 
fine the word ‘‘child.” 

If you say that boys and girls of ten or twelve or fourteen should 
not be forced to work long hours for hire, all civilized people will agree. 

These are children whose growing bodies need play in the open air 
and stnshine. 

The future of the natiag, or any section of it, depends on the physi- 
cal and mental health of its citizens; and to make wage-slaves of chil- 
dren is to invite destruction of the nation’s greatest asset. 

These are obvious truths, seldom disputed. 

But there is another side of the story. 

In any American town, large or small, you may find a boy of fifteen, 
care-free and pleasure-bent, driving his father’s car with the skill of a 
professional chauffeur. He is strong enough to endure the hard knocks 
of football. He has made love to one or more girls. Unless his train- 
ing has been exceptional, he has learned the taste of tobacco and liquor. 

Yet the law says that his own father cannot require him to work 
more than three hours a day. 

Must boys like these loaf on the street for want of a better occu- 
pation, evén though their help is needed to earn the family’s bread. 

How many middle-aged men, reared in middle-class homes, were 
permitted to loaf trough their boyhood? 

Most of us “helped dad” after school and during the summer vaca- 
tions. And though we doubtless felt abused at the time, no evil came 
of it except that we learned a trade and acquired the habit of working. 

You can’t wait until a boy is sixteen to teach him the habit of in- 
dustry and a sense of responsibility. There are few bronze statues of 
men who loafed until they were grown. 

The child labor amendment merely gives congress authority to do 
something. Like another famous amendment, it will defeat itself if de- 
nied the benefit of common sense. 

It is one thing to sweat for a penny-pinching cradle-robber, and

FEWER HEART DEATHS 
REPORTED FOR SOUTH 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 6.— 
(P)—Dr. Dean Lewis, president of the 
American Medical Association, today 
blamed the “softening” processes of 
advancing civilization for such 
“brand-new” diseases as appendicitis 


j and heart ailments. 


Professor of surgery at Johns Hop- 
kina hospital, Baltimore, Dr. . Lewis 
conducted a clinic at the Southeastern 
Congress of Surgeons here today. 

Afterward he told reporters that 
developing civilization is the cause 
of certain “new” diseases, but that 
medical progress, by stamping out old 
diseases, such as cholera, has made 
it possible for “more people to live up 
to the ‘span’ of life than formerly 
' survived to old age.” 

He said that “many nomads and 
other peoples living a hard healthy 
life don’t know what appendicitis is. 

That disease and heart maladies, 
he declared, “are the most deadly 
among those which progressing civi- 
lization has caused, and many of these 
cases are brought on by financial de- 
pression, with the dttendant worries.” 

Dr. T. C. Davison, of Atlanta, pre- 
sented a paper on “Thyroid Surgery 
in the Cardiac” this afternoon, and 
tonight, as featured speaker at the 
banquet of the congress, Dr. Stewart 
R. Debertss of Atlanta, discussed 
“The Heart in Relation to Surgery.” 

He stressed co-operation between 
surgeon and interne to determine ac- 
curately before an operation the con- 
dition of a surgical patient’s heart, 
and in giving statistics on the “ap- 
parent increase” in heart disease said 
that one reason for more heart tron- 
ble “is a larger number of old people 
than formerly.” 

“It is believed,” said Dr. Roberts, 
“that there are 2,000,000 people suf- 
fering from heart. disease in the 
‘United States. Under present mar- 
tality trends and rates, one of every 
five white males born will probably 
die from heart disease, and a slightly 
larger ratio of white females. As one 
grows older the chances increase so 
that at the age of 45 one of every 
four females and at 50 one of every 
four males will die from heart dis- 
ease.” 

Explaining there is less heart dis- 
ease in the south, Dr. Roberts said 
that except in the extreme mountain- 
ous areas of this section, “we are 
spared the large proportion of rheu- 
matic fever characteristic of the cold- 
er climates and hence have less heart 
disease, less disability from this 
cause and fewer heart deaths propor- 
tionately and actually.”

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LOWER POWER RATES 
FOR SAVANNAH USERS 


Commission Orders Reduc- 
tions To Save $40,000 for 


Small Consumers. 


The Savannah Electric and Power 
Company Tuesday accepted a rate cut 
estimated to reduce the bills of its 
smaller commercial consumers by 
more than $40,000 a year. 

Previously, by agreement with the 
Georgia public serviee commission, the 
company had put in the domestic rate 
schedules of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, at an estimated consumer sav- 
ing of $130,000 annually, making a 
total cut of more than $170,000 re- 
cently cut off its charges. 

The new commerciil rates of the 
company which serves only Savannah 
and Chatham county, were said by 
W. L. Breslin, secretary and treas- 
urer, and John J. Bouhan, attorney, 
to be lower than those applied by the 
Georgia Power Company, which serves 
most of the state. Breslin said adop- 


tion of the Georgia Power commercial 


rates would have saved the commer- | 
cial customers of his company only| , 


about $15,000 a year. 

Breslin said the company had also 
what it calls a retail power rate, ap- 
plicable to all commercial current ex- 
cept that used for lighting, which was 
lower than any other schedule in 
Georgia. That charge was  un- 
changed. 

The saving from the new rate is 
all in the lower consumption brackets, 
under 500 kilowatt hours per month. 

The rate follows: First 200 kilo- 
watt hours per month at S cents; next 
300 at 6.66 cents; next 500 at 5 
cents; next 1,000 at 3.50 cents, and 
all over 2,000 at 3 cents, with a mini- 
mum charge of $1.11 a month and all 
hills subject to 10 per cent discount 
for prompt payment.

Aluminum Poison Is Found ' 


In Viscera of W. J. Williams 


ASHBURN, Ga., March 6.—Sheriff 
Alex Story said today that he had re- 
ceived a report from State Chemist 
C. Reynolds Clark which said that 


an analysis of the digestive organs of 
the late W. J. Williams showed the 
presence of a quantity of poison more 
than sufficient to have caused Wil- 
liams’ death. 

Williams’ wife is being held for the 
grand jury in connection’ with the 
death of her husband. The death, to- 
gether with those of eight other mem- 
bers of Mrs Williams’ family, said to 
have died under mysterious circum- 
stances, will be investigated by the 
grand jury which will be convened on 
the third Monday. in April. 

The report from Dr. Clark showed 
that the examination which was made 
by Ernest A. Nealy, assistant state 
chemist, pointed out that more than 
two ounces of aluminum poisoning had 
been found in Williams’ organs and 
that it added half of this amount 
would have been sufficient to cause 
death. ‘The report also said that a 


condition of abnormal alkalinity was 
revealed and that the lining of the 
stomach had been eaten away. 

Aluminum poisoning burns like 
caustic and parches the mouth and 
throat. It is said it could be given 
in coffee, whisky or almost angthing 
else taken as food or drink. 

In summing up the analysis, the 
report said: 

“An amount of aluminum was found 
that would cause serious illness and 
possible death and if it had been taken 
in the form of alum would have caused 
the discoloration of the stomach and 
abnormal condition of the mouth and 
throat. 

“Although no free alkali was found, 
the condition of the stomach would 
indicate that it might have been ad- 
ministered and then eliminated 
through vomiting and combination 
with the tissues.” 

The Williams case has attracted 
wide attention in this section. 

“I will have this and other facts 
to present to the grand jury,” Sheriff 
Storey said after receiving the report. 


Simplified Form of Student Rule

In citing what they characterize as 
the haphazard manner in which the 
lumber code is being administered, the 
retailers here say the new price of 
No, 1 flooring in Cairo, which is an- 
other district, is $50 per thousand 
feet, and in Sylvester, which is in 
still another district, the price is $45 


per thousand feet. Instead of bring- 
ing about fair marketing practices the 
code has made the situation in this 
territory worse than it has ever been 
before, it is said. While retailers are 
not permitted to solicit business out 
of their territory, buyers can drive to 
any point and buy lumber.

AAA Division Chief Tells 
Rotarians South Is in 
Much Better Condition. 


Results of the cotton reduction pro- 
gtam under the agricultural adjust- 
ment administration was described 
Tuesday by C. A. Cobb, chief of the 
cotton division of the organization, 
as an “almost incredible achievement.” 

“Only our own stupidity can pre- 
vent the coming of permanently better 
times in the south,” Mr. Cobb said 
in an address before the Atlanta Ho- 
tary Club. 

He asserted that the 1933 cotton 
crop was the most valuable of any 
since 1929, due entirely to the stimu- 
lation of the market by cutting -pro- 
duction, and the “plow-up checks” paid 
to the farmers by the government for 
destroying a part of the cotton acre- 


age. 
“The December farm price of cot- | 
ton in 1932,” he said, “is given by | 
the government as being 5.7 cents. 
The value of the 13,000,000-bale crop 
of 1922, exclusive of seed, is listed 
at $371,861.000. The value of the 
1933 crop of 13,177,000 bales is listed 
at $617,716,000. The December price, 
1933, is given as being 9.4 cents. Add 
to the value of the 1933 crop the $112,- 
148,000 covering plow-up checks and 
the $48,000,000 covering cotton op- 
tions and the total value of the 1933 
crop stands at $777,864.000, and be- 
comes the most valuable crop since 
1929, when the price was 16.5 cents. 

“It is the general consensus of opin- 
jon that had there been no plow-up 
campaign and had we gone to harvest 
with the 17,600,000-bale crop, the price 
would have ranged around 5 cents, 
with perhaps little or no market at 
all. Such a crop as that would have 
given us a supply of upward of 29,- 
009,900 bales, the greatest in the his- 
tory of American cotton production, 
and a price of 5 cents would unques- 
tionably have meant utter disaster 
throughout the south.” 

Cobb added that “‘all told, the 1935 
campaign, when completed, will have 
cost $160,000,000. We would all re- 
gard this as an investment and not 
as an expense. Measured in the terms 
of its effect upon the south and in 
turn upon the nation, it has proved 
profitable beyond the ability of any 
of us to measure that profit.” 

Cobb continued that “in its effect 
upon price, it has drawn to this na- 
tion—or will have done so »by the end 
of the present exporting season—a to- 
tal of somewhere around $175,000, 
000 beyond what our farmers woukd 
have received from foreign buyers 
had there been no plow-up campaign 
and had cotton sold at 5 cents. This 
additional $175,000.000 gives us a net 
profit of approximately $14.000.000 
on the investment of $160.000,000. 
Moreover we still have the $160,000,- 
(14) orginal investment and will have 
the additional $175,000.000 that will 
come to us from abroad.” ' 

Production of cotton on credit was 
described by Cobb as a situation away 
from which farmers of the south have 
heen trying to get since the War Be- 
tween the States. 

The federal program, he continued. 
is going a long way toward eliminat- 
ing this condition. 

He concluded with the recommenda- 
tion that some plan must vet he 
worked out to supplement the present 


campaign. He said “it is a general 
feeling that the present program must 
merge into a long-time program of 
controlled production.” §

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INSULL EXPULSION 


AGAN IS DELAYED = 


Period of Grace Allowed 
for Examination by 
Physician. 


ATHENS, March 6.—(#)—Anoth- 


er period of grace in its “final” order 
for the expulsion of Samuei Insull 
was granted the former Chicago util- 
ities executive today by the Greek gov- 
ernment. 

Officials announced that the 74- 
year-old Insull would be examined 
once more by doctors Thursday noon, 
two hours after the expiration of 
their decree that he leave within 48 
bours. 

Simultaneously Insull’s 16-month 
fight against deportation was conduct- 
ed in another sector, when his law- 
yer, P. Rhallis, filed with the foreign 
office ‘a plea for clemency in connec- 
tion with its latest expulsion decree. 

Since December, when his residence 
permit first expired and government 
ministers determined that the former 
Chicagoan would have to go, Insull 
has claimed to be too ill to travel and 
on that ground has obtained five ex- 
tensions.

Marketing Agreement 
For Rice Is Signed 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—4)— 


Secretary Wallace today signed a new 
marketing agreement for the southern 
rice industry, replacing the old agree- 
ment in effect since last October. 

The major difference between the 
agreements is that the new one pro- 
vides a crop control plan. It is design- 
ed, farm ‘officials said, to provide 
parity prices for the 1934 crop to 
farmers who co-operate in crop con- 
trol. 

The document covers Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Texas. It provides for 
curtailing acreage and production by 
20) per cent of the average frota 1929 
to 1933, inclusive, through acreage 
allotments and production quotas for 
individual producers, 

Growers who agree to restrict their 
production will receive benefit pay- 
ments equal to 40 per cent of the 
parity price, these being paid from 
the trust fund which rice millers will 
establish. 

This payment will be in addition to 
the 60 per cent of the parity price 
which growers will receive when they 
market their production. Millers are 
to pay for rice on the basis of the 
parity price set by the secretary, giv- 
ing 60 per cent of that price to pro- 
ducers when they sell their grain and 
remitting the balance to the special 
trust fund.

throughout most of the trial, ran up 
to him crying: 

“She’s innocent. You know 
innocent,” he replied: 

“IT know in my heart that she is 
guilty. But, nevertheless, I feel sorry 
for her.” 

Dr. Wynekoop’s stoic attitude pre- 
vailed even as the photographer s 
flashlights flared. Of all directly con- 
cerned with the outcome in the court- 
room, she seemed least affected. 

The judge had outlined four pos- 
sible verdicts to the jurors—not guilty 
and guilty with three possible penal- 
ties—death, life imprisonment, or im- 
prisonment for a term of years. 

The jury in fixing the punishment 
at 25 years exercised its option under 
the criminal statutes. 

Attended by her daughter, Cath- 
erine, and Dr. Theodore Constantine, 
the jail physician, Dr. Wynekoop was 
wheeled back to her jail infirmary 
cot and immediately put to bed. She 
appeared to have stood the final or- 
deal of an exhaustive trial stoutly 
despite her infirmities. They had led 
to a mistrial when she was first taken 
before the bar of justice in January. 

After the defense motions were 
made, the crowd surged about the 
counsel and family of the physician. 
Many. offered expressions of regret. 
One woman sobbed audibly as she 
conversed with Milton Smith. ‘The 
court room was not finally cleared 
until more than an hour after the ses- 
sion ended. 

Milton Smith announced no attempt 
would be made to get the defendant 
out of the jail infirmary on bail 
pending an appeal. He said he be- 
lieved Dr. Wynekoop’s’ condition 
would not warrant such a move in her 
behalf.

Black Buddy, fourth on the list of 
1933 juveniles with earnings of $25,- 
630, started 11 times in his 2-year-old 
campaign. Winning three races, the 
colt finished second three times and 
third once, 


STALLION STAKES, 


His most notable victory was in the 
National Stallion stakes, which he 
won easily from Fogbound, Sir Thom- 
as, Chicstraw and others. 


Making his debut at Belmont Park 
on June 1, Black Buddy stepped 4 1-2 
furlongs in :53 1-5 over a slow track 
to win by half a dozen lengths. He 
won the Justina stakes and National 
Stallion in quick succession at the 
same track before being shipped to 
Arlington Park, Ill., where he ran 
fourth in the Hyde Park stakes over 
a muddy track on July 1. That was 
his lone start in the west. 

Next came his Saratoga Springs 
Campaign where the best the colt was 
able to do was finish second in the 
United States Hotel, the Saratoga 
Sales and the Grand Union stakes. 
He ran tenth in the rich Hopeful 
stakes and was returned to Belmont 
Park, scene of his earlier triumphs.

Georgia Fields 


And Streams 
By H. A. Carter 


If there is any branch of natural 
science that is continually running 
its students into a seemingly im- 
passable wall of “whys,” that branch 
is embryology. That science enters 
into the field of herpetology, my own 
province, by the route of -life history 
studies. Frog eggs must be gath- 
ered here and there and placed in 
aquaria, where their development and 
metamorphosis is under constant 
study. The phenomena observed in 
the aquaria must then be correlated 
with the sequence and velocity of 
development in the field. This 
brings together the natural and the 
controlled observations and enables 
the student to get somewhat near the 
truth of the matter. 

In my office I have three tanks, 
two of which hold the eggs of leopard 
frogs, the other containing the eggs 
of the cricket frog. To watch the 


development of these eggs is to won- 
der why that development always— 
and inevitably—proceeds in one par- 
ticular fashion. Without going into 
the minute question of cell division, 
which becomes very complex after a 
while in the case of frog eggs, we 
ean tell the story of frog develop- 
ment in short order. 

When the eggs are first deposited, 
they are very distinctly of two colors. 
The animal pole, so called, is dark, 
varying from brown to black, and 
the vegital pole is light, varying from 
buff or cream to gray or white, de- 
pending upon the species. Soon, the 
dark portion spreads so that there is 
nothing left but a light circle at one 
side, which is called the ‘yolk 
plug,” being nothing more or less 
than the egg yolk that provides the 
nourishment for the developing larva. 
This too disappears and the egg be- 
comes entirely dark. ‘There is very 
little change of color after this until 
the tadpole begins to transform. The 
difference in shape soon begins to 
appear, however, and that is where 
the fascination actually starts for me. 

The sphere gradually comes to as- 
sume an elongated shape and before 
long the little beasts begin to wrig- 
gle out of the inclosing jelly. The 
eyes and gills make their appearance 
and I can sit for an hour over a 
microscope watching the colorless 
corpuscles of blood course through 
the simple gills. The heart evidently 
is note operated regularly, for the 
blood flows in frregular spurts. In 
the cricket frogs, which I have un- 
der observation now, the four mil- 
limeter tadpole possesses a simple 
pattern of gold dots. (Frog develop- 
ment to be continued tomorrow.)

This is the second home massage 
‘that I like: Clean the face with a 
liquid cleanser, which I think is ex- 
cellent. For this purpose use cotton. 
I get big rolls of it, in layer form, 


and keep a roll in one of my dressing 
table drawers. When I am “making 
up” I keep that drawer open. Then 
there is a wastebasket Close at hand. I 
take a small pad of the cotton, tip 
the bottle of liquid and then wash the 
‘face with it. It takes out every bit 
of the -dirt—more than you ever 
thought you could carry around. 


Toss these bits of cotton into the 
basket after using them and then ap- 
ply a good massage cream. Here the 
program varies. There are several 
facia's almost alike except for this 
massage cream. I use a very soft cream 
that is also a bleach. It looks pale 
pink even when you get it on the 
face. I take a patter made of soft 
rubber on what looks to me like the 
old-fashioned corset “bone” of thin 
steel. That kind flops easily, you 
know. Pat the cream in with that. 


Now I have noticed that if you 
take hold of one of these patters at 
the very end of the handle it hits too 
hard. That’s never good. I take hold 
about half-way between the patter and 
the handle and swing it very gently. 
It’s simple and effective. The pat does 
not sting—it merely stimulates slight- 
ly. It also shoves the cream into the 
pores, which is what you want to do 
_to get the desired softness. 


| After that I wipe the cream off 
‘carefully. I say carefully, because I 
‘have seen women shove their skin 
about mercilessly with a towel or tis- 
| sues, seemingly with no knowledge of 
|what they were doing to their skin. 
, You never find a good beauty parlor 
guilty of this offense. It is serupu- 
lously careful to treat the skin gently, 
especially in women of mature age. 

As a finish to this facial I use a 
delicious vanishing cream with a fresh 
scent and the fascinating color of 
peaches. I take a tiny bit on my 
finger and make that spread (gently 
again) over the entire face. It isn’t 
what you would call a disappearing 
cream. It doesn’t leave the face greasy, 
neither does it dry the skin. It leaves 
a velvety finish. 

Then apply the makeup. 

If you are using a grease rouge, 
apply very little and work it back 
from the nose. Then powder over it. 
‘If you have hollow cheeks put your 
'rouge high, so that it will not empha- 
isize the hollews. If your face is
